Bunsen, the 


chemist is dead, aged 89 years. 


: Professor Bunsen was one of 
. the most famous men in .his line 
of thlB'century. From the apec^- 
trum analysis down to the sim- 
plest manipulations of practical'' 
chemistry his many discoveries 
have rendered the most dlstin-; 
gulshed services to science. He 
possessed also the gift of being 
an eminent and inspiring teach- 
er, his lessons at Heidelberg be- 
ing attended by students from-: 
all over the world. Among his 
: dlsobyerles are the Bunsen burn- 
er, the Bunsen battery'and: the 
Bunsen pump, all highly impor- 
tant devices. 
Bnnsen was a native of Got- 


tingen, where his father was a - 
college professor. After taking! 
his degrees as a student young 
Bunsen began teaching chemls- 


y as early as 1833. He held 


professorships at various times 
in the University at Gottlngeh, 
the Polytechnic Institution at 
Cassell, the universities of Mar- 
burg/Breslau and finally Heid- 
elberg.

At 7:30 o'clock it was announced that 
4he bullet had entered the stomach; 
that there was no outward bleeding,

H. Labor! will die from the wound, 


Only two or three laborers' going to 


work witnessed the shooting of .Maitre 
Labori. The spot was well chosen, as 
the'murderers could not be-seen by M. 
Labori until they rushed out upon their 
victim, the entrance to the lane being 
hidden by bushes. Moreover, tb^y were 
afforded an easy means of escape by 
passing back ttrough the lane, Which 
lad to the country. One of •the laborers; 
.named Patoux, who witnessed the 
shooting, said: 
"As I was passing- along the road I 
saw a tali mai walking quickly in the 
direction of Rennes. He was on the 
towing path of the Vilaine, He was at- 
tired In a, dark lounge suit and wore a 
Ixnrler hat It was just as he reached 
tfce bridge crossing a stream falling 
tofeo the Vilalne two men about mej- 
dtam heigM and wearing dark suits 
and rooftd, soft felt hats, emerged from 
* rarai path entering the main-road; 
OB* of them-carried. a heavy stick, 
•aey s^proaiched'Jt Labor! from toe-

The surgeons will not say whether his 
chance of recovery is favorable, but 
etate *hat foe may survive. His con- 
dftton tonight is quite favorable, as he 
has no (ever. The attempted assassin 
te still at large, owing largely to the 
careless and even cowardly methods of 
pursuit employed -by the police. 
There were several reports this 


afternoon that the assailant of M. La- 
bor! had been captured, but they 
proved to be unfounded. Detachments 
of troops and gendarmes were beating 
the woods and scouring the country. 
They had been engaged In this work 
all day long without success. A great 
number of people saw • the murderer 
fleeing, but he was either too far dis- 
tant from them or -else he succeeded In 
cowing them by threats to use his re- 
volver. A gardener 'named Delahaye 
got near enough to the man to clinch 
trim -by the shoulder, but the fugitive 
shook himself free, and, turning to bis 
pursuer, exclaimed: "Begone or I will 
Mil you. I still have flve shots left 
in my revolver and they will be for 
yoo." Delaware, being quite unarmed, 
recoiled and allowed the man to es- 
cape. 
!TIie attempt made upon the life of M. 
Labori was evidently the result of a 
frioL A letter was ee-nt to the commlg- 
•ury of police this morning warning 
him that it was intptxted to make an 
attempt upon the lite of General Mer- 
rfer.

September, 1897, when he met Doyle 
for the first time. The latter repre- 
sented himself to be an English naval 
ofllcer on leave of absence, granted be^ 
cause of wounds received in the Jbom- 
bardment of Alexandria. But a few- 
days were necessary for Howard, as he 
was then known, to work himself in 
the good graces of Green, who, not- 
withstanding that he has .seen much of 
the world, yet remains guileless. 


He opened up a scheme to make gas 


from borax, shale lime and other ingre- 
dients, and claiming for the process the 
return of immense profits. Doyle also 
had a gas engine that would practically 
revolutionize the motive power of tue 
commercial world. The one thing nec- 
essary to make the inventions success- 
ful was a supply of shale. Doyle told 
Green that a brother owned a shale 
bed in Australia, and if Green would 
advance the money, he would go to the 
Antipodes and negotiate for therpur- 
chase of the land.. On the strengtbof 


v cablegrams signed by Apes Paul, who 


turns out to be Howard's wife, setting 
forth the ownership of the shale bed to 
be vested in Howard's 'brother, the 
Denver man advanced him $13,000 to 
make the purchase. Howard arrived in 
Australia in November 1897. 
He 


found his brother and then cabled

Green refused to advance any more, 
thinking the price was too high. Final- 
ly he received a cable from Howard 
stating that he had purchased the land 
for $150,000, borrowing tbe additional 
money from his sister to make the pur- 


C On May 1, 1898, Howard retnrnedto 
this city and was met by Green. The 
two on November 2 following, sailed 
together for the Colonies on the steam- 
er Mariposa to adjust difficulties which 
had arisen in connection with the 
mythical purchase of the State land. 
At Honolulu Howard disappeared and 
was not found by Green until after 
the ship sailed. He feigned illness and 
insisted on returning to San Francis- 
co. The two returned. Now comes out 
the reason why Howard did not want 
to go to Sydney. Over hi? head is 
hanging a sentence of five years for ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. 


If he returned to Sydney direct he 


knew he would be caught When he 
•went to Australia a few months pre- 
viously it had been -by the way of New 
Zealand. Green being with him he 
conld not follow the route, and of 
course did not want to show his hand. 


More money exchanged hands be- 


tween the two men until Howard had 
obtained the sum mentioned. Then 
came the preparations for another voy- 
age to Australia, but on the day of 
departure Howard had himself 
ar- 


rested on a "phoney" warrant charging 
him with perjury in the Foster case. 


Howard had timed' the dealing of the 


last hand, knowing -that it would be 
Impossible to shake Green oft when 
once the latter knew he had been 
swindled. He had Imported :n the 
meantime from the Colonies three 
men steeped In crime and who would 
not even stop at murder to gain their 
ends. These men went to the wharf 
and were paid J20.000 by Howard to do 
away wKh Green. They failed.
